Warrant of 
Annual Town Meeting 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN, SS. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of 
Whately in the County of Franklin: 


GREETINGS: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, you are hereby directed to notify and warn the 
inhabitants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections 
and in Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in 
Whately on Monday, the nineteenth day of February 
next at 11:30 o’clock in the forenoon, then and there 
to bring in their votes to the election officers for: 
Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk for three years, 
one Selectman for three years, one Assessor for three 
years, one School Committee for three years, two Li- 
brary Trustees for three years, one Cemetery Commis- 
sioner for three year, Auditor, Elector under the Will 
of Oliver Smith, and two Constables for three years. 


The polls will be open for voting from 11:30 
A.M. until 7:00 P.M. 


And you are directed also to notify and warn the 
inhabitants of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote 
in town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Whately on Saturday, the twenty-fourth day of Feb- 
ruary next, at 1:30 o’clock in the afternoon, and then 
and there to act on the following articles: 
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ARTICLE 1. To raise and appropriate such 
sums of money as may be deemed necessary to defray 
the expenses of the town for the enusing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the treasurer, with the approval of the 
selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in an- 
ticipation of the revenue of the financial years begin- 
ning January 1, 1968 and January 1, 1969, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, 
section 4, and to renew any note or notes as may be 
given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 44, section 17, of the 
General Laws. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the town will authorize 
the selectmen to prosecute and defend all suits that 
may be brought in behalf of, or against, the town, and 
to employ counsel for same. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what the town will do with 
the money received from the County, called the Dog 
Fund. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote that 
the Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to act as 
Sextons, their compensation for cemetery work and 
for opening graves to be fixed by a vote of the town, 
or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to fix 
the salaries and compensation of all elective officers 
of the town, as provided by General Laws, Chapter 41, 
section 108; Selectmen, Moderator, Town Clerk, Asses- 
sors, Auditor, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Elector 
under the Will of Oliver Smith, Constables, Tree War- 
den, and School Committee. 
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ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $38,075. for the maintenance 
of highways under the provisions of Chapter 81, Gen- 
eral Laws. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,500. for the maintenance 
of highways under the provisions of Chapter 90, Gen- 
eral Laws, said money to be used in conjunction with 
State or County funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will appropriate 
from funds made available under the provisions of 
Chapter 679, Acts of 1965, the sum of $3,477.09, and 
under the provisions of Chapter 616, Acts of 1967, the 
sum of $272.91, for the construction of highways under 
the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, said money 
to be used in conjunction with State or County funds, 
or both, for work on Chestnut Plain Road. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will authorize 
the selectmen to enter into contracts with the Mass. 
Department of Public Works and the County Commis- 
sioners for the maintenance and construction of high- 
ways during the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $95,078.03 for the town’s share 
of the Capital and Operating expenses of the Frontier 
Regional School District, or take any other action 
relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100. for Memorial Day Ob- 
servance, to be expended under the auspices of Ameri- 
can Legion Post #348 of Whately. 
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ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will appropri- 
ate from the S. White Dickinson Library Fund, the 
sum of $3,200. to be used toward the operating and 
maintenance of the library. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will receive the 
report of the Town Hall Investigating Committee, and 
raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 to install 
toilets, plumbing, septic tank and leach field, and do 
such other work as may be possible with these funds, 
according to the committee’s recommendations, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $200. to pay expenses of plan- 
ning already incurred by the Town Hall Investigating 
Committee, or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to ap- 
propriate the sum of $10,000. from free cash in the 
treasury to pay the Fire Station Loan, or take any other 
action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will authorize 
the Board of Assessors to obtain information and prices 
for a revaluation of buildings only, or buildings and 
land, in the town, to be done by professional apprais- 
ers, subsequently setting valuations at 100% of their 
full value. Further to require the Assessors to sub- 
mit these proposals for a final vote of the next annual 
meeting, or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to 
form, with the contiguous towns of Sunderland and 
Deerfield, under the provisions of General Laws, Chap- 
ter 40, sections 12B through 12G as added by Chapter 
576 of the Acts of 1953, a district to be known as the 
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Tri-Town Beach District, for the purpose of acquiring 
whether by gift or otherwise, developing, maintaining 
and operating within the town of Whately, beaches 
for public and recreational use, such district to be 
under the control of a commission which shall be ap- 
pointed by, and the number and terms of office of the 
members of which, shall be determined by a joint com- 
mittee composed of the chairmen of the selectmen of 
Deerfield, Sunderland and Whately; the apportionment 
of capital and operating expenses therefor to be based 
on the most recent state or federal census; a condition 
of the formation of said Tri-Town Beach District to be 
that withdrawal of any member town shall be by a vote 
at its annual town meeting, effective at the end of the 
year in which such meeting shall take place, and that 
until said effective date such withdrawing town shall 
be obligated to pay its proportionate share, up to its 
proportionate share for the preceding year, of the net 
operating expenses of said district after deducting 
operating income of said district from concessionaires, 
fees and other sources; or take any action relative 
thereto. 


RTICLE 19. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate, transfer from available funds, borrow, or 
otherwise provide, the sum of $12,402.00 as its share 
of the cost of acquisition, by purchase and/or taking 
by eminent domain, of land and water in Whately 
for public beach and recreational uses and the con- 
struction of bath houses and other facilities, under the 
supervision of the commissioners of the Tri-Town Beach 
District, or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $954.00 to cover its share of 
the cost of 1968 operation of the Tri-Town Beach Dis- 
trict, any money received from admission charges and

from concession leases to be retained by said District 
to be used in each following year to reduce the annual 
appropriations therefor by the member towns, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500. for tarring the driveway 
and parking area, and landscaping, at the new Fire 
Station, or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate, or transfer from Road Machinery Fund, 
the sum of $3,000. for the purchase of a sand-spreader 
for the Federal truck, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 238. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $910. for a Base Radio Station 
in the Fire Station, and $110. for a radio receiver for 
the highway department pickup truck, or take any 
other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500. to prepare plans for re- 
placement of the Claverick Road bridge, or take any 
other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $200. to be expended at the dis- 
cretion of the selectmen, for participation in anniver- 
sary celebrations in neighboring towns, or take any 
other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the town will authorize 
the selectmen to enter into a lease with Mrs. Joseph 
Clark for the rental of the present town dump site for 
a period of three or five years from Jan. 1, 1968, at an 
annual rental of $150., or take any other action rela- 
tive thereto. 
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ARTICLE 27. To see if the town will authorize 
the selectmen to execute a lease to Harvey L. Waite, 
for a term of five years from March 1, 1968, to certain 
land owned by the town adjoining the town hall at 
$1.00 per year, for use as a Post-Office. 


ATTICLE 28. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize and instruct the Assessors to use $10,000. 
from ‘‘free cash’’ to reduce the tax rate of 1968. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant, by 
posting up attested copies thereof at two public places 
in said Town, seven days at least before the time of 
holding said meeting. 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this War- 
rant, with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at 
the time and place of meeting, as aforesaid.

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selectman's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


We herewith present our annual report on the 1967 
activities, as required by law: 


Under Chapter 90 Construction, we have completed 
widening and improving River Road, except for a few 
minor items that will have to be taken care of in 1968. 
We anticipate starting work on Chestnut Plain Road 
next, with a $15,000 project, beginning at the Swamp 
Road intersection, where some land-taking will be 
necessary according to plans prepared by the State 
Department of Public Works. A major part of this 
work will be the replacement and extension of the 
culvert in Gutter Hollow, so-called. While new fill is 
settling there, widening and surfacing of the road from 
the school-house southward will be undertaken. Fill 
from the necessary excavation here will help to raise 
the level of the Hollow to State specifications. We be- 
lieve the funds available, $15,000 per year, will carry 
the work along at a reasonable rate. 


Under Chapter 81 and Chapter 90 Maintenance, it 
has been impossible to keep up with the many main- 
tenance problems with the funds available, and in- 
creased labor rates in 1968 will further complicate 
matters. Since there is no possibility of obtaining more 
State money unless new legislation is enacted, there 
seems to be no alternative but to ask for additional 
road funds from local taxation. 


We feel the winter road maintenance (snow removal 
and salting-sanding) has been done satisfactorily to 
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most and certainly better than in most small towns. 
We think that additional road funds can well be com- 
bined with winter road funds into one fund available 
at the discretion of the selectmen. 


Our equipment is in excellent shape, and our only 
request this year is for a sander-spreader for one of 
the Federal trucks which is in good operating condi- 
tion and only needs a new spreader to be a valuable 
addition to our fleet. 


We disposed of the Ferguson tractor-loader and its 
equipment as authorized at the 1967 town meeting 
for $720.00, and by action of a special meeting in No- 
vember this money, with an additional appropriation, 
was used to purchase a new mower to fit the Case trac- 
tor. 


During the year 1967, we issued 21 building permits, 
comprised of 4 new houses, 8 house additions and ga- 
rages, 1 auction barn, 1 fire station, 2 farm storage 
units, 1 farm office annex and 4 signs. 


We have as yet no solution to the Claverick bridge 
situation. Arrangements have been made to have the 
old structure removed from the river but weather and 
labor complications have delayed that work until 
spring. We made a settlement for the bridge damage 
out of court for $4600. on the recommendation of our 
town counsel. 


The excellent work of a new investigation commit- 
tee has resulted in the construction of a new fire sta- 
tion, and it is now occupied. The firefighters have put 
in much time and some of their own money into in- 
terior work here and plan more. We will need some 
additional funds for paving the driveway and park- 
ing area, and this will be asked for in the 1968 budget. 
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The town owes a vote of thanks to the committee who 
worked together to plan and supervise the construc- 
tion of this building. 


The Selectmen and Assessors have discussed the 
matter of assessment maps and decided unanimously 
that the present need is not sufficient to warrant further 
consideration at this time and recommend the matter 
be dropped for the present. 


The town hall investigating committee will have a 
report for the town meeting, and will try to have a 
sketch of some proposed alterations appear in the re- 
port. The matter of a town secretary is still under dis- 
cussion. Temporarily the assessors’ clerk is being uti- 
lized by the selectmen on an hourly basis. 


Since the wage rate set for highway labor is the basis 
for all other departmental rates, additional appropria- 
tions will be asked for by nearly all operations of the 
town. 


Public Welfare, which is now administered for the 
town by Mrs. Josephine B. Cheney of the Southern 
Franklin Welfare District, will become a strictly State 
function from July 1st, so we will be required to ap- 
propriate only enough money to carry us through June. 
This is the only place where a reduction of funds is 
anticipated. 


We are without a Civil Defense Director with the 
resignation of Roger (Danny) Kennedy, who is unable 
to devote the time to the work. Consideration will be 
given by the Selectmen to anyone who is interested in 
the position. 
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A complete audit of the town officers’ books and 
records was made by the State Bureau of Accounts in 
August, 1967. Although they approved the records 
verbally, making only minor audit adjustments, their 
detailed report has not been received in time to ap- 
pear in our town report this year.

Detailed examination of the Tax Collector’s books 
found his accounting accurate and up-to-date in all 
respects. All balances were compared with the Treas- 
urer’s listed receipts from him and no discrepancies 
were found. 

About ten percent of commitments applicable to the 
year 1967 remain outstanding. This low percentage 
figure follows an ever-decreasing pattern that has been 
continuing each year during my tenure as Auditor. 

The Treasurer’s accounts have been examined in de- 
tail. Balances were checked and compared with 
vouchers received from the several Federal and State 
Agencies, county and town officers making payments 
to him.

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Report of Public Health Nursing 
Committee — 1967 


To the Citizens of Ashfield, Conway, Sunderland and 
Whately: 


Several meetings of the entire agency with mem- 
bers of three towns, and also several meetings of a 
special committee on Medicare from four towns, were 
held. 


The Agency is pleased to welcome the town of Con- 
way aS a member again after many years. This was 
accomplished by votes of the towns of Ashfield, Sun- 
derland and Whately and was accomplished in May 
1967. 


The special committee on Medicare, Mrs. Montague, 
Mrs. Parzick, Mrs. Harris and Mrs. Lindsay was formed 
to prepare the Agency and the services for certification 
by the State Health Education and Welfare Depart- 
ment for Medicare. Several criteria were met. Certi- 
fication was made in October 1967. 


A full time registered nurse, Mrs. Arnold Sluter, is 
employed and a part time clerk, Mrs. Walter Zalinski, 
and several therapeutic services are available through 
Franklin County Public Hospital if ordered by a phy- 
sician. 


A budget has been recommended to the four towns 
for nursing service. The modern philosophy is to 
shorten a patient’s hospital stay as much as possible 
and to encourage convalescence at home with assist- 
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ance of Home Health Care. These home services are 
partly taken care of by Medicare A & B. 


The purposes of the Ashfield, Conway, Sunderland 
and Whately Public Health Nursing Agency are: 


1) To provide skilled nursing and other therapeutic 
services for the sick in their homes on a part-time basis. 


2) To carry out a maternal, child and adult health 
promotion program including school nursing service. 


3) To prevent disease by teaching the principles of 
health, hygiene and sanitation. 


4) To do all things necessary or incidental to the 
carrying out of these objectives. 


We are all grateful to Mrs. Sluter for her good work 
and sincere interest.

Roadside spraying for poison ivy, which was spread- 
ing more each year, was well appreciated by citizens 
of the town.

Fifty-one Maple trees were dug and planted and 
some that did not survive were replaced.

Several more trees need cutting and pruning and this 
will be done also. 


Thirteen Elms which were tagged and proven to 
have the Dutch disease will be cut down.

Welfare District 


Welfare in every office in Massachusetts has been 
dominated by “Change” this year and your agency is 
no exception. 


Your long term Director, Mrs. Louise Clark, retired 
in February and Mrs. Josephine Cheney was appointed 
to fill the position. Because of increasing caseloads 
and numbers of required reports, Miss Janice Clough 
became the third member of our clerical staff in June. 
During ten weeks this summer, we were privileged to 
participate in the federally funded Social Work 
Careers program and were most fortunate to be as- 
signed Miss Bonnie Izmirian of Springfield College as 
our Student Social Worker. 


The tremendous growth of the Medical Assistance 
Program has not only increased costs but brought many 
new clients to the agency. Our total caseload on Jan- 
uary first this year was 167 and we are beginning 1968 
with 270 cases on our rolls. A study of your Treas- 
urer’s report will show the increase in Welfare costs to 
your town during 1967. 


Extra activities this year have included — 

1. The continuation of the Surplus Commodities 
Program which has also expanded so that we 
have engaged outside help for the distribution 
which now takes place on two days each month. 
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2. Over a hundred children on our rolls were re- 
membered at Christmas with help from Miss 
Emma Bower of Hadley, area merchants, in- 
dividuals, and Deerfield Cub Scouts who also 
provided four families with Thanksgiving 
baskets. 

3. Counselling Service has been sought by several 
non Welfare people and help has been given in 
the problem area of money management, health 
care, marital discord, family relationships, and 
employment referrals. 

Legislation passed this year removes Public Wel- 
fare Administration from local Boards and Offices and 
places the responsibility entirely on the State. The 
transfer is expected to be complete by July first 1968 
and all costs incurred after that date will be met by 
the Commonwealth. This is not expected to create 
any change in continuing services to people in need.

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Report of 
Conservation Commission 


Our request to enlist a State Agency to construct, 
equip and maintain the Whately man-made pond was 
rejected. After many trips and meetings we were 
passed over in favor of other areas and types of swim- 
ming facilities. 


We are submitting articles to the three towns for 
approval at the annual town meetings. These articles 
propose to form the “‘Tri-Town Beach District.” 


This proposal relates to cooperative development by 
Deerfield, Sunderland and Whately, for public recrea- 
tion purposes, of the artifical pond, lying in the north- 
erly part of Whately, just east of Route 91. Sections 
12B thru 12G of Chapter 40 of the General Laws, 
authorize the formation of Public Beach Districts by 
two or more contiguous cities or towns. The District 
is formed as a separate municipal unit administered by 
a Commission, the number and terms of office of which 
shall be determined by a joint Committee composed 
of the Selectmen of the three towns. Apportionment 
of cost for Capital and Operating expenses would be 
according to the most recent Federal or State Census. 
(1965 State Census figures make the shares until the 
1970 Federal Census as follows, Deerfield 58.94%, 
Sunderland 21.98% and Whately 19.08%.) 


The Statute provides for annual State audit, the 
cost of which is distributed according to the most re- 
cent valuation of the member towns. The Treasurer of 
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the District is to be the Treasurer of one of the mem- 
ber towns, but his office is completely separate. In 
the event of disenchantment by one of the towns, with- 
drawal means forfeiture of previous investment and 
proportionate payment of operating costs for the year 
in which withdrawal is voted. 


The acquisition will be approximately 12 acres of 
water and 151% acres of land area. Development will 
include rough grading of the 600 ft. south beach and 
installing beach sand on approximately 200 ft.; to con- 
struct a bath house and toilet facilities and to create 
on site, domestic water and sewer disposal area, to 
meet State minimum health and safety requirements. 


Operations budget is to include salary for lifeguards, 
care of water, building and equipment. 


The main work of the Conservation Commission has 
been with the proposed swimming pool. We have 
done some work on other projects. We have worked 
with the Soil Conservation Service on the soil utiliza- 
tion maps for the town which we completed and pre- 
sented to the town earlier in the year. 


We also have done some preliminary work with the 
County Planner on the establishing of hiking, horse- 
back and skimobile trails on a county-wide basis. Much 
more could be done on this in the future. 


The Committee would like to do more towards the 
establishment of wildlife, hiking and picnicking areas 
in the future. The acquisition of such areas by gift or 
purchase would be benefiicial to the long-range de- 
velopment of the town.

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Report of Library Trustees 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The librarian’s report speaks for itself and for the 
the trustees. The circulation continues to indicate the 
quality and quantity of the book collection developed 
under Mrs. Cane’s trained eye. As she notes, our ref- 
erence works have become outstanding. 


Building maintenance, as noted last year, is becom- 
ing an important factor in our administration of the 
library. During the fall, the tile floor in the auditorium 
has been removed and the walls and woodwork 
painted. New floor covering has been purchased and 
will be laid within a short time. We still have a water 
problem around the building, and it is planned to do 
some digging to improve the drainage, both to the tile 
drain and to re-slope the area away from the building 
in the rear. 


We are not requesting an increase in our appropria- 
tion in 1968, but are requesting that the insurance costs 
be absorbed in the town’s general insurance budget. 
The library has been the only department that has paid 
its own insurance, school, highways, fire department, 
etc. have been paid through the general insurance ac- 
count, and we feel that the library should be treated 
likewise. This will give us the funds necessary to make 
improvements and maintenance to the building without 
a budget change. 
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Mrs. Cane’s strong loyalty to the 8S. White Dickinson 
Memorial Library, despite a heavy work-load at the 
Jones Library in Amherst, is much appreciated and to 
her goes most of the credit for a successful year.

Report of Public Health Nurse 
1967 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The following is the annual report of the Public 
Health Nurse in Whately for the year 1967. 


In May, 1967, after the town of Conway voted to 
join the Public Health Nursing District, and the citi- 
zens of Sunderland and Ashfield voted to accept them, 
it became a member, making it now a four town agency. 
It is with pleasure we welcome them. 


After many meetings and much detail work on the 
part of Miss Marion Wray, R.N., Public Health Con- 
sultant, and Mrs. Irene Lindsay, Chairman of the Pub- 
lic Health Advisory Committee, our district became 
qualified and certified as a Home Health Agency. The 
purpose of this is to give home nursing care and related 
services, e.g. physical therapy, occupational therapy, in 
the home to patients over 65, eligible under the Medi- 
care Bill. There will be either partial or complete re- 
imbursement from the government depending on the 
type of plan in which the patient is participating. This 
does not change the policies of community nursing as 
it has been performed in the past for those patients 
under 65 years of age. 


Due to lack of interest and the use of private phy- 
sicians by parents for their children, there was no Well 
Child Conference held this year. The summary of sta- 
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tistics and activities for the immunization clinic and 
school health program are to be found under the re- 
port of the Superintendent of Schools. 


Home nursing visits increased over those of last year 
and the collected income decreased. Hopefully, with 
the beginning of Medicare payments, next year’s re- 
port should show an improvement. 


Instructional in-service meetings pertaining to com- 
munity and school health nursing were attended when 
presented. These seminars are very helpful in planning 
and executing the best possible health program.

Dear Mr. Chutkoski: 


It is my pleasure as Superintendent of School Union 
38 to submit to you my ninth annual report. 


RESEARCH/CHANGE 


Industrial research has for years been producing 
changes in our ways of living as well as in the general 
pattern of industry and business. The present era of 
space research provides the world with increasingly 
greater scientific and practical knowledge, much of 
which has an application to our daily life. 


The results of educational research in previous years 
have not produced such rapid changes in the educa- 
tional programs. During the past ten years this lag 
has been reduced, as witnessed by the rapid changes 
in the science and math curriculums. Change within 
the educational program is most effective when school 
personnel desire to play an active part in the making 
of change, and the community in general is willing 
to accept the changes being made. 


CURRICULUM 


As of September, in line with the report of the Eng- 
lish Survey Committee, the Roberts Linguistics Eng- 
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lish program was adopted in grades three through six, 
and next year will include grades one and two. The 
program approaches the teaching of English by intro- 
ducing each topic with a selection from literature. 
There is anticipation that this new program will assist 
in the improvement of grammar and composition. 


The Addison Wesley modern math program has 
been extended through the sixth grade. 


During National Education Week, the school held 
its first book fair which was well attended. 


During the month of April, the Department of Edu- 
cation conducted a curriculum survey of Union 38, and 
reports have been sent to all committee members and 
principals. Detailed study is being made by all con- 
cerned. I am presently working on the problem of 
better articulation between the elementary schools and 
the Regional School. Mr. Arnold F. Lanni, Supervisor 
of History, has been visiting some of the schools with 
me and has submitted detailed recommendations for 
curriculum study in the social studies area, as well as 
new programs to explore. Mrs. Winifred Green, Senior 
Supervisor of Elementary Education from the Pittsfield 
office, has been with us one week assisting all teachers 
in the elementary schools in the field of reading. She 
will also return after the first of the year to assist with 
the reading program at the Regional School. 


In addition, Mr. Robert M. Lacey, Senior Supervisor 
of Music, has visited the Regional School and will visit 
all elementary schools in the early part of 1968. His 
recommendation will give us detailed guidelines for im- 
proving the music program. 


Mr. Kopec, Band Director of Frontier Regional 
School, makes weekly visits to the various union 
schools to give instruction to children interested in in- 
strumental music in grades four, five and six. He is 
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also working on the development of twirlers. Member- 
ship is as follows:

Beginning in January, the elementary band re- 
hearses for two hours every Friday at the Regional 
School and presents its annual concert during the 
month of March. The entire elementary school Band 
participates in the Memorial Day parade at South Deer- 
field. 


STATE PLAN FOR REGIONALIZATION 


As a result of the petitions of Hatfield and Conway 
to the State Department for school facilities, the Ad- 
visory Committee on Unions and Regions of the State 
Department of Education advised that the following 
deliniations represent the best solution from both an 
educational and economical viewpoint. 


“1. The towns presently in Union 38 (Conway, Deer- 
fiield, Sunderland, and Whately), the town of Hat- 
field, and the Frontier Regional School District should 
join together to form one K-12 regional organization. 
This can be accomplished by amending the Frontier 
agreement to include all grades and the admission of 
Hatfield to the Frontier Regional School District. 


2. Once organized, this new district should serious- 
ly consider as the best solution to its educational prob- 
lems the following district structure: 


A. The present elementary schools in Hatfield, South 
Deerfield and Old Deerfield be utilized as primary 
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K-3 elementary buildings. This utilization should 
have Whately children attending the Hatfield school 
and Conway and Sunderland children attending the 
school in South Deerfield. 


B. The building of one school unit on the expanding 
Frontier Regional School site to house grades 4-8 
for the five member towns. 


C. The present Frontier Regional High School build- 
ing with the addition of Hatfield would be used for 
grades 9-12. 


D. Or, consideration should be given also to the 
possible use of the present high school as an inter- 
mediate school grades 4-6 and the building of one 
new 7-12 facility.” 


The Whately Committee voted ‘‘not in favor, of the 
plan of regionalization proposed by the Department of 
Education. A desire to continue the study of the needs 
of Whately and Union 38 was voted by the Committee.” 


STAFF 


This year the Whately schools lost the services of 
one full-time and one part-time teacher, Mrs. Constance 
Shea and Miss Kathleen Murphy, respectively. Mrs. 
Helen Helstoski, cafeteria worker, terminated her 
leave of absence and resigned. 


Mrs. Andrea Stubler, a graduate of Mercyhurst Col- 
lege, Erie, Pennsylvania, with a year of teaching ex- 
perience, was appointed to the fourth grade position. 


Miss Ingrid Petersen, a graduate of Rhode Island 
School of Design, Providence, Rhode Island, was ap- 
pointed union art teacher. 


Mrs. Frances Symanski has been appointed cafe- 
teria worker. 
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Teacher candidates were very scarce this past year, 
and we were very fortunate that we did not have more 
positions to fill.

New legislation has increased the minimum, or start- 
ing, salary to $5750, effective 1 September 1968. There- 
fore, the Teachers’ Association has reopened negotia- 
tions to arrive at a new salary schedule for that date. 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


Title I provided the town of Whately a grant of 
$2816 to conduct a remedial summer school program 
in the areas of arithmetic and reading. 


The program started July 10 and concluded August 
18. All sessions were in the morning from nine to 
twelve. The three teachers who participated in the 
program were: Mrs. Filipkowski, Mrs. MacDonald, 
and Mr. Sicard. Pupil participation was as follows: 
total membership, 22; average daily membership, 21; 
and per cent of attendance, 85.40. 
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The purpose of Title II (ESEA) is to strengthen and 
increase central school libraries — a definite necessity 
in today’s changing educational pattern. Under the 
provisions of this title, Whately received the sum of 
$293.66 which was used to purchase books, filmstrips 
and other audio-visual aids requested by teachers to 
provide more resource information. 


A project was developed in the field of social studies 
under Title III NDEA for the amount of $221.12 of 
which fifty per cent is reimbursed. 


Additional Federal Aid is coming to us from a coun- 
ty-wide project under the direction of Mrs. Antionette 
Ilardi, with offices and classrooms at 359 Main Street, 
Greenfield. ‘‘The Franklin County Supplementary Edu- 
cation Center, more familiarly known as the Gracie 
Project, is operating under a Title II, ESEA, federally 
funded grant with a budget of $125,000. This project 
was conceived and brought about through the efforts 
of the Franklin County Superintendents. It is a special- 
ized, educationally oriented Center, staffed by a team 
of specialists who will work in all Franklin County 
Schools. The purpose of the Center is to help schools 
and parents understand those children of good ability 
who do not learn at their expected rate. The function of 
the Center is two-fold. It will offer service to individual 
children and parents through the school as well as set- 
ting up pilot classes for the Emotionally Handicapped 
children and a class for the Perceptually Handicapped 
children. Referral may be made through school, par- 
ent and other community agencies. Specifically, di- 
agnostic and treatment work with children and parents 
in the areas of social adjustment, learning problems, 
specific speech and reading problems as well as place- 
ment in the special pilot classes will be offered. Part 
of these services will begin in early December and 
will be increased as new staff members join the 
Center.”’ 
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STATE REGULATIONS 


A summary of the new state regulations that be- 
came effective 1 November 1967 is as follows (these 
are minimum requirements) : 


1. School day 


a) Elementary schools — five (5) hours daily, ex- 
clusive of lunch or other recesses. 


b) Secondary schools — five and one half (514) 
hours daily, exclusive of lunch or other recess. 


c) Early-in-the-year adjustments allowed for 
special programs in the primary grade (K-3). 


d) Authorizes early dismissal on or after 12 noon 
before the Thanksgiving and Christmas re- 
cesses. 


2. School year 


a) 180 days of actual attendance between Sep- 
tember 1 and June 30. 


b) Recommends a four to six week summer ses- 
sion on a voluntary basis. 


3. Physical education 


a) Includes health education, hygiene, physiolo- 
gy, first aid, classroom instruction in perform- 
ance technique, and physical fitness activities. 


b) Grades 1 - 6, ninety (90) minutes per week, a 
major portion of which shall be devoted to 
vigorous physical activity appropriate to the 
physical development of elementary children. 


c) Grades 7 - 12 one hundred and twenty (120) 
minutes weekly, same provisions as above. 
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4. Kindergartens 


a) Shall be provided by all public school systems 
for all children of the Commonwealth. 


b) All districts shall provide kindergarten educa- 
tion by September 2, 1973. 


c) Average class size shall not exceed twenty- 
five (25). 


d) Such classes shall be taught by qualified and 
certified teachers. 


Detailed standards are also prescribed in the tentative 
regulations for the perceptually handicapped. 


SUMMARY 


Again, I wish to thank the citizens, teachers and 
school committee for their cooperation during the past 
year — a year that has presented many challenges. 
The solution to many of these problems will involve 
time and, possibly, a break with tradition. They can- 
not be ignored, but should be studied objectively with 
foresight to anticipate and provide for the educational 
needs of our children in their preparation for a busi- 
ness, technical or college career.

As your elementary music teacher it is my pleasure 
to make my annual report. 


New text books are needed since the present ones 
are long outdated. The final choice from the many 
good music texts on the market must depend on needs 
in the overall program and, in the final analysis, texts 
which best answer those needs. 


Your music teacher has spent much time studying 
the many text books recently published. All have 
their good points, making the choice somewhat a task. 
However, with the definite course of study for elemen- 
tary classes in mind, the skills required, the cultural 
enrichment desired, a final decision will be possible. 


Recent information indicates that new music books 
are to be available relatively soon on various grade 
levels. For this the teaching personnel is most grate- 
ful. 


Last year upper-class students again attended Youth 
Concerts in Springfield as they will again this year. 


Folks have questioned whether or not kindergartens 
are visited by the music teacher. The answer is definite- 
ly in the affirmative. Interestingly, a decided growth 
musically is noted in first grades since kindergarteners 
have become a part of the music program. 
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Again your music teacher has attended two music 
conferences, one at Westfield for elementary music 
teachers and one at the Boston Conservatory of Music. 
It might be beneficial to the music program were class- 
room teachers permitted to attend the yearly confer- 
ences at Westfield State College. 


As always, it is with gratefulness to the parents, 
school personnel and children for their continued in- 
terest in our school music program and for the con- 
tinued cooperation with the music teacher that I say to 
all a sincere ‘‘thank you.”

Report of School Nurse 


As school nurse for the Town of Whately, I hereby 
submit my annual report for the year of December 
1966 to December 1967. 


The primary aim of the school health program is 
to achieve the best possible physical and emotional 
status for each individual child. It is with this goal in 
mind that we strive to have the learning and maturing 
process at each one’s full potential. All facets of the 
child’s environment are taken into consideration in 
dealing with any health problem, physical or emo- 
tional. With the cooperation of the teacher’s the at- 
tempt is made to have an educational curriculum on 
health to better the children’s understanding of them- 
selves as humans, and how to have a healthier life. 


An epidemic of mumps occurred during the past 
school year, with nine cases reported. Of German 
measles and chicken pox, there was one case each. 
Thankfully, since the advent of the measles vaccine, 
our incidence of measles has been nil. 


The routine physical examinations of fifty-five chil- 
dren by Dr. Kenneth Rice, school physician, revealed 
a good overall health picture of our children. Three 
children were seen by their own private physician. 
Thirty-seven school and ten pre-school children re- 
ceived the booster immunization of diphtheria, tetanus, 
whooping cough. 
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Upon completion of vision and hearing testing, it 
was found that ten children had a vision impairment 
and one, a hearing loss. Parents are very cooperative 
about taking care of these needs. 


Twice a year weighing and measuring give a pic- 
ture of the rate growth for each child. Conferences 
with the teachers and parents gives all concerned a 
better understanding of the relationship between the 
home and school in regard to the health of the child. 
First aid is given when needed and children are trans- 
ported home in case of illness only if parents are not 
available or are unable to provide the transportation. 


Community resources used to improve our health 
facilities are the Franklin County Mental Health Cen- 
ter, the Franklin County Speech and Hearing Center, 
Crippled Children’s Center, Cerebral Palsy Associa- 
tion, the Salvation Army, the Lion’s Club of South Deer- 
field, and Mr. William Peters, State Mental Health 
Consultant. 


Inservice educational meetings and seminars at- 
tended when scheduled have proven to be valuable in 
planning, maintaining and providing for a continuing 
health program. 


Summary: enrollment, 116; school visits, 57; con- 
ferences at school, 37; conferences at home, 8; trans- 
portation, 1. 


The cooperation on the part of the Superintendent, 
the School Physician, the Staff, and the Parents is 
ereatly appreciated.

LIBRARY YEAR, 1967 


1967 marked the sixteenth full year of service by the 
S. White Dickinson Memorial Library. It has been a time 
of growth when the Library’s progress kept pace with 
the rising demands of schools, organizations and ,the 
general public. Its circulating and reference collections 
are known throughout the surrounding towns. Its per 
capita circulation is one of the highest in Massachusetts. 
Following is a look at the then and now story. 


In 1951 the book collection totaled 4,709. At the end 
of 1967 it was 11,678. There were 234 borrowers then; 
1,370 today. 205 books were purchased in 1951, 128 adult, 
77 juvenile. 937 books were added in 1967, 652 adult, 
285 juvenile. Circulation figures for ’51 came to 5,946, 
3,669 adult, 2,277 juvenile. Per capita circulation 5.9. In 
1967 49,230 books were circulated, 30,960 adult, 18,270 
juvenile. Per capita 43.6. 
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It is in the reference collection that the change is 
most impressive. Costlier sets and volumes have been 
purchased from funds earned in Christmas Book Fairs 
whose success was due to the whole town’s participation, 
and from gifts received from Paul Field and others. In 
1951 the Library had three reference tools; an unabridged 
dictionary, a world globe and a 1948 World Book Encyclo- 
pedia discarded from the Worcester Library. It sub- 
scribed to a handful of magazines. 


Today the Library has six current and complete sets 
of encyclopedias suitable to each age group and study 
level, plus medical, science and natural history encyclo- 
pedias, two unabridged dictionaries, the 20 volume Dic- 
tionary of American Biography, current biography, bio- 
graphical dictionaries of authors, scientists and famous 
people, bibliographies, atlases, geographies, monographs 
on each of the countries in today’s world, quotations, 
American historical documents as well as historical dic- 
tionaries and encyclopedias, works on state and federal 
government, costumes, holidays, job descriptions, colleges, 
etc. 


The Library subscribes to the Abridged Reader’s 
Guide of Periodical Literature and to 51 periodicals with 
back files for reference use held for three to ten years 
on each. Paul Field’s gifts of THE AMERICAN HERI- 
TAGE from 1957 and HORIZON since its inception in 
1958 have provided source material for countless term 
papers and reading pleasure to a large public. Our file 
of the NATIONAL GEOGRAPHIC goes back to 1948 
with attendant indexes. In addition to books and period- 
icals the Library has a file of pamphlets and articles on 
special subjects. With these combined aids and help from 
Forbes Library’s Mrs. Durgin and Mr. Greenberg, refer- 
ence librarians for the Western Regional Public Library 
System, the Library answered 3,928 queries in 1967. 
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In 1951 the public catalog consisted of five partially 
filled drawers. Today, cards are crowded into twenty-six. 


The library has a movie projector and phonograph 
records as well. 


In sixteen years helped by the townspeople and in- 
creased financial support plus an actively concerned board 
of trustees the 8. White Dickinson Memorial Library has 
become one of the better “little libraries” in the state.

The study table set up for the use of students that 
has been the hit of the century with grade and high school 


The planter given in memory of Marion Dickinson, 
the S. White Dickinson’s first librarian, and the magnifi- 
cent philodendron given by Mrs. Camilla Peach that grace 
the foyer.... 
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The display of the work of the ten potters of Whately 
from 1777-1861 given the Historical Society by Mrs. 
Fred Adams in memory of her husband, along with two 
rare Whately teapots, one with a double spout and handle, 
the other a duplicate of the one at the Smithsonian 
Institute in Washington, that was attended by visitors 
from Maine, New Hampshire and New York as well as 
from the surrounding towns.... 

The summer story tellers, Mrs. Adelia Bardwell, 
Mrs. Dorothy Polhemus and Mrs. Mavret Sandler who 
made story hour magic for vacationing youngsters, and 
the cookies baked by mothers and the young people who 
served them.... 

The five hundred books of light fiction Cecil Dickin- 
son distributed to rest and nursing homes in the area 
from those weeded out by the Library to make room for 
new books... . 

The 243 books on economics, history, literature and 
psychology the library received from the estate of Edna 
Lee of Conway after her death in an automobile accident. 
Miss Lee was a Library borrower throughout her four 
years at Frontier High School. 


The 14th Annual Christmas Book Fair with its 
enchanting decor by each of Whately’s own six grades 
under the direction of Ingrid Peterson, Art Supervisor — 
The third Grade’s creche montage was so outstanding it 
was photographed and written up for the Hampshire 
Gazette. . . The painting donated by Mrs. Kathryn 
Davidson, the basket full of brushes from Mrs. Herbert 
Futter, the photographic exhibit by Gordon Daniels, the 
bake table whose glory spread the fame of Whately cooks 
throughout the county, the write-up by Alice Scott Ross, 
the Christmas decorations created by the junior com- 
mittee chaired by Diane Belado, and the amount of work 
done by both adult and junior committees with zeal and 
enthusiasm that resulted in achievement of the Fair’s 
goal: a 1968 World Book Encyclopedia... . 
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The Christmas Story Hour saved from catastrophe 
when the movie projector failed by the stories and diver- 
Sions dreamed up by Mrs. Anne Tierney canceling the 
lack of a film showing. . . the ice cream provided for 94 
children by Sabin Filipkowski for the fifteenth year and 
the transportation of East Whately children by Frank 
Farrick.... 


And finally the tall spruce tree on the Library lawn 
hung with lights by Sabin Filipkowski and visible from 
the main roads that helped make the Library and the 
street look like a Christmas card come true. 


GRATITUDE 


This year as in the past the Library has been the 
recipient of more gifts and kindness than it can enumer- 
ate. It is especially grateful to the Elliot Barkers, the 
Fred Adams, the Ernest Belangers, and Paul Field for 
periodicals received throughout the year, to Paul Field, 
in addition, for all the records he has loaned, the count- 
less reference works he has given, for handling all book 
fair funds and being the Library’s chief trouble shooter, 
to Mrs. Ross for $10.00 given in memory of Major Leslie 
G. Ross, to the South Deerfield Rotary for their gift of 
$25.00, to Daniel Riley, Sr., for two handwrought spikes 
found on land he used to own in Whately, and to all those 
who have given books and other gifts to the library. 

The Library is appreciative of the work of Diane 
Belado who took over the post of library assistant when 
Mrs. Mary Belanger left for another job. 

The Library is especially indebted to the board of 
trustees whose efforts and concern contributed so greatly 
to the success of the Library year.

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Report of Town Hall 
Investigating Committee 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


Your committee has considered the matter of town 
hall renovation with an experienced designer from the 
U.M. staff. 


Our first aim is to provide toilet facilities, and 
we have determined that the only suitable location is 
in the former library room opposite the selectmen’s 
room, and you will find a sketch of the proposed de- 
sign in this report. 


With a septic tank and leach field on the north 
and east of the building, we should have good sewage 
disposal. 


Changes in the selectmen’s office to provide more 
file and desk room is also indicated on the drawing, as 
well as possible alterations to provide more meeting 
room on the lower floor. 


Just what can be done with the floors, we have 
been unable to determine. We are assured that the 
building’s foundation is in good condition, but it will 
take detailed inspection to decide whether the floors 
should be replaced with concrete or some other re- 
placement made. 
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We are suggesting an appropriation of $10,000 
as a starting figure, which should take care of the 
plumbing project and leave something over for further 
work elsewhere. 

We are open to suggestions on the whole matter. 
A complete renovation of the building is bound to be 
expensive and our current plan is just a start on the 
total need.

The Finance Committee has spent many hours in 
discussing with the various departments their needs 
for the current year. There are many new items in- 
volved, all of which have merit and deserve considera- 
tion by the town meeting, and we have approved war- 
rant articles for most of them. 


However, we can state now that the increases in 
regular appropriations, mostly caused by wage and 
salary rates (especially schools), will increase our tax 
rate about $9.00 over last year’s rate. Consequently 
any additional appropriations for special purposes will 
further increase our rate by $1.00 for every $2,000. 
raised. So, while these are all worthy and needed proj- 
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ects, and are approved by the Finance Committee, the 
answer is in the hands of the voters at the annual meet- 
ing. 


We will give you the highlights of our discussions 
on these matters: 


The Conservation Commission presents a report 
and a warrant request for a swimming pool in asso- 
ciation with Deerfield, and Sunderland at a cost of 
$12,400. for Whately’s share. This is something that 
has long been desired and seems essential to the health 
and pleasure of our young people. This must be ac- 
cepted by all the towns, otherwise it cannot be car- 
ried out. This can be financed by a 5-year loan. The 
first year’s operation will cost us $954. 


The Town Hall Renovation Committee is asking 
for $10,000 to start work on up-dating the present 
building by installing toilets and sewage disposal fa- 
cilities. It is not possible to get accurate figures on 
this work until money is made available so that bids 
may be called for. <A preliminary draft of the pro- 
posed location appears elsewhere in the town report. 
If sufficient money is left, work will be started to make 
office changes in the present selectmen’s office so that 
a clerk may work efficiently. This $10,000 cannot be 
financed by a loan, since approval of the State Emer- 
gency Finance Board is required after complete plans 
and anticipated extended use of the building is sub- 
mitted. The complete plans are not available. 


The fire department has requested a base radio 
station in the new fire station. They also recommend 
a radio receiver in the highway pickup truck, since 
many times during the daytime, the highway crew is 
practically the only source of assistance at local fires. 
These at a cost of $1,020. These items can very well 
be deferred to another year. 
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Tarring of the driveway and parking area at the 
new fire station is reeommended. Labor for this would 
be furnished by the highway department, materials 
costing $500. 


A sand-spreader for the Federal truck is much 
needed at a cost of $38,000. It is recommended that 
$2,000 be transferred from Road Machinery Fund and 
$1,000 raised by taxation. 


Replacement of Claverick bridge is important to 
some of our residents. It appears that the only way 
we can get a decision from the Waterway Division of 
the Department of Public Works is to design a bridge 
or culvert system at our own expense, and submit it 
to them for approval. We approve $500. for this work 
if the voters want the bridge replaced. Otherwise the 
road will continue to be closed. 


Our free cash is considerably less than a year ago, 
due to failure to receive all the highway reimburse- 
ments before the end of the year. Therefore, we 
recommend using $10,000 for payment of the Fire Sta- 
tion loan and $10,000 to reduce the tax rate.
